people?" 
The very approprjp.te answer was that there 


are five hundred thousand 
persons in the 
anthracite 


fields who are starving and It is their fundamental right 
to ask for living wages for their labor< Anotner answer 
which at once suggests itself is that the suffering is all 
among the miners and their families—not in the palatial 
abodes of the coal barons who have built up almost fabu- 
lous wealth by operating the mines; which is conclusive 
evidence that there is and has been some margin for con- 
cessions to the men whose labor has produced all 
the 


wealth. 


But Bac Veigh's question opens up a much wider field 


of thought than the one in which he was exercising his 
acute and highly trained intellect. -He represents a class 
of men who stand for the policy of protection in its ex- 
treme form. 
The argument that a high tariff increases 


the cost of living carries no weight with them. They an- 
swer that if this is true, there are more than 'compensating 
benefits In the upbuilding of our national industries, and 
the higher wages paid to labor. In fact many leading ad- 
vocates of modern protection claim that it is intended for 
the sole purpose of enabling the employers to pay better 


_ wages. 
"•' 
According to this philosophy it is all right to increase 


the cost of living to the whole people in order that a few 
persona engaged in a particular industry may thrive and 
pay better wages to their men. But If after getting the 
benefit of this tariff protection the employers keep the 
major part of it for themselves, refuse just compensation 
to the -wageworkers and the latter strike for better pay, 
the specious plea is made on behalf of the employers, that 


,,the men have no right to strike because by doing so they 


are increasing the cost of living to other people. 


This contention by Mr. Mac Veigh fully sustains the 


claim always made by the friends of tariff reform, that 
when a high tariff Is Imposed for the benefit of a certain 
Industry, the capital engaged therein will, in the first In- 
stance, take unto itself all the advantages flowing from 
the tariff and then employ its labor at the lowest pos- 
sible rates. 


Mr. Mac Veigh omitted to explain how underpaid la- 


borers are to get better pay unless they strike for it. If 
there IB any other way the most of our wage-earners will 
be only too glad to learn it, and it is to be hoped that this 
special pleader for the coal barons will throw some light 
on the matter in his final-summing up before the com- 
mission .

THE INCREASE OF GOLD 
~"~" 


T 


HE advocates of the gold standard, and even some 


erstwhile champions of free silver coinage here in 


Nevada, eagerly assume that the increased production of 
gold has fully satisfied the demands of the blmetalHsts 
based upon the quantitative principle of money, and that, 
therefore, the arguments in favor of silver restoration no 
longer have any weight. 
It is not surprising that gold 


standardises living in the East or in Europe should grasp 
at this idea in order to kill an issue which they fear, but 
the anxiety displayed by some of our own people to have 
the silver question buried out oft sight is nothing short 
of marvelous. 


If It be true that free coinage is not immediately with- 


in reach—nay, if it be granted that we may never suc- 
ceed in forcing a reopening of the mints freely to the 
white metal, still is it very far from true that the silver 
question in its broader aspects, is a thing of the past, and 
it is literally astounding that any man in Nevada should 
be willing so to regard It. We have nothing on earth to 
gain, but very much to lose by conceding that the silver 
issue is dead. 


Nor does the increased gold product justify any such 


concession. 
In the first place most of those who now 


make this plea are men who never accepted the quantita- 
tive theory at all, but who ridiculed and derided It. They 
seize upon the argument at this time merely as a cunning 
stroke of policy whereby they hope to silence their oppo- 
nents, and, In truth, they have in a measure, succeeded. 
But when a gold man now invokes the prosperity which 
has followed In the wake of a larger output of gold as an 
argument in favor of the gold standard, he simply admits 
that he was wrong upon the basic principle in controver- 
sy, and that the silver men were right. 


But more than this. 
It does not follow that because 


new gold discoveries have improved business conditions 
we should be content and seek for no further Improvement 
It is wholly Illogical to claim that silver is no longer need- 
ed as money merely because the output of gold has in- 
creased. Taking the whole period since 1873 .when the 
warfare upon silver-began In earnest, we find that the in- 
crease of gold production has been very much less than 
the Increase In the demand for It. In that year there were 
less than forty millions of people using gold exclusively as 
their standard money. Today there are more than fifteen 
times that number either actually so using gold or trying 
to get it for such use. During the same period the pro- 
duction of the metal has scarcely been trebled. 


If Russia. Austria, Italy, Turkey, India and Japan were 


so situated commercially as to be able to-get their per 
capita share of the world's gold, as they are trying to do 
the pressure upon the world's stock of the metal would be 
greater than it ever was'before, and monetary stringency 
would be greater in the same degree. 


In this connection the fact should be born in mind tha 


wMte the countries nominally upon the gold standard are 
constantly increasing their demands for gold, not merely 
for use in new fields but to meet the steady increase of 


>u8lnes> in old ones, for the time, at least, the world's gold 
mines are not materially, enlarging their output.' In 18tl 
he product was two hundred and eighty six millions; In 
899 it was three hundred and seven-mill ions; in IMfl It fell 
o two hundred and fifty-five millions, and in 1»01 it 
was two hundred and sixty-three- millions. It is true that 
.he decline from the high water mark of Is9» III due to the 
suspension of work In the South Africa* mines, W« H inay 
take some years to get back to the former production 
there, and this gain may easily be-offset by losses else- 
where as the richer deposits are exhausted;' 
• 


Meanwhile the world's population Is rapidly Increasing 


and its business is enlarging far 'beyondthe' increase'of 
population, and the most persistent efforts "tire being made 
to extend the gold standard into countries now upon the 
silver basltu or doing' their business with Irredeemable'pa- 
per. In almost every issue of the leading trade and flnan- 
ial journals we find the silver situation elaborately dis- 
cussed, the matter being treated as one of prime Impor- 
tance both to the world at large in a financial wftyV and 
to those countries specifically, which are industrially con1*1 


cerned as producers of the mtal. 


And yet here in Nevada, a State more deeply interest-' 


ed, relatively, in silver mining than any other American 
State is In any single Industry, we find, people in consid- 
erable numbers, who, with some appearance of sincerity,' 
urge that we should stop thinking about silver and fix: 
our minds upon more important things—borax for ex- 
ample.
